Satellite 
Weighs 
Vai Tons 


MOSCOW (UP) — Th* 
Soviet Union sent its third 
Sputnik into orbit today. 
The new satellite weighed 
almost a ton and a half, 
twice the size of any pre­ 
vious man-made moon, in­ 
directly indicating the tre­ 
mendous powe rof the So­ 
viet intercontinental rocket. 
The exact weight of the new sat­ 
ellite 
was 
given 
as 
2,925.53 
pounds. It was more than double 
the size of the now - defunct 
Sputnik U, the largest satellite un­ 
til today, which weighed 1,118 
pounds and carried the space-dog 
Laika. It was more than IOO times 
larger than the biggest U.S. satel­ 
lite, Explorer III, which weighs 
31 pounds. 
Sputnik III apparently carries 
no living animal, but contains a 
considerable amount of im portant 
apparatus for scientific checks. 
The new satellite is a cone- 
shaped tube ll feet 8% inches 
long and five feet 8Vs Inches in 
diameter at its base.

Consolidation of Lower Make- 
field Township and Yardley Bor­ 
ough, "in its entirety or by serv­ 
ices,” should be considered after 
a further study, the tax study 
committee of the Makefield ( ivic 
Association recommended today. 
The committee pointed out that 
“economies 
and mbre 
efficient 
services could probably be real­ 
ized by one or another action of 
this type.” 
The committee, appointed eaf- 
ly this year to make a study of 
the tax situation, had a series of 
meetings 
and 
made Its report 
and recommendations at a m eet­ 
ing of the association at the Mu­ 
nicipal Building. It labeled the 
township’s nine-mill tax lim ita­ 
tion a “ horse and buggy” tax 
rate which 
is not 
realistic 
in 
terms of efficient, modern 
town­ 
ships. 
Increases Over Year* 
"The tax rate would probably 
increase over the years,” the re­ 
port said, “ under the influence 
of two important factors: An in­ 
creasing demand for greater po­ 
lice protection and the construc­ 
tion and maintenance of greater 
road mileage 
within the 
town­ 
ship.” 
“ It is felt,” the report said, 
“ that 
the county tax which is 
levied 
upon 
Ixtwer 
Makefield 
Township residents should not ne­ 
cessarily increase over the com ­ 
ing years at any appreciable rate 
unless the need for funds in larg­ 
er amounts is required to take 
care 
of 
the

The committee pointed out that 
"the school tax rate can be ex­ 
pected to increase each y ear as­
